The story of a blunder that might have 
cost Unde Sam a substantial sum and tho 
seboouer Teresa the loss of a whole 
hunting season in Behring Non, has at 
last come to light through the return this 
morning of tne well-known scaler. Tho 
seizure of tho vessel lust July and her., 
subsequent release are matters of his¬ 
tory, but the details of the incident have 
never been told, and they only serve to 
indicate how dangerous a thing a little 
brief authority in the bauds «.f an inex¬ 
perienced official may prove. 

Cnpt. Lund tells the story ns followg: 
On the 28th of July tbe Teresa was going 
into Unalasku. Just before dropping 
imehor Lieut. McLoy. of the United 
States revenue cutfer McCullough, board¬ 
ed the schooner and examined her papers. 
He also conducted a search of the little 
craft, and among the iota* found were ft. 
mini her of shotguns and some powder, 
which was used by the schoon er for her 
signal guo. The fact that the powder 
was a compound that could not’ be used 
in a small gun made no difference. Nor 
did it seem to occur to the American 
lieutenant that the sealing season had nob 
commenced, that the Teresa might bo 
going to flie Copper Island coast, that 
there were no skins aboard to prove that 
the schooner had been pu ruling an 
illegal business or that there Is no law 
to prevent a vessel carrying guns when 
she does not engage in waling. 

The Teresa was hound into Unalaska, 
and that she was about to anchor practi¬ 
cally alongside the McCullough was evi¬ 
dence in itself of Capt. Lund’s inaoceflee. 
But nil declarations to this effect proved 
Unavailing. The Teresa was taken 
alongside a wharf, a man from the cub- 
.ter was placed ou watch, and orders were 
given for the vessel to be taken to Vic¬ 
toria. Her papers were sealed, and in 
fact a farm' all the provision* wire locked 
np. only sufficient being allowed for the 
return voyage to port. Capt. Lund coov 
cIn;led that his prospects for tlie season 
were doomed. 

Tlie British cruiser Shearwater, how¬ 
ever. came to his relief. She arrived at 
Unnlnska on July 30th, when Ihe Ter¬ 
esa’s case was referred fo her captain. A 
consultation was thereupon held between 
the British and Americau olio . rs, as a 
.result of which die officers of the McCul¬ 
lough wen* proven to be in the wrong, and 
Capt. Lund was informed that lie might 
continue ou his cruise. 

^ Before nailing lie took t he precaution tp 
have the guns which had been found 
aboard, sea Us] up. Nothing more of im¬ 
port happened until the 17th of August. 
On that date the Shearwater came alone 
and> a party hoarded the Teresa. She had 
at the time 70 skins, which were all ex¬ 
amined, but nothing wo* found' in any 
way to cast a scngficion on the legitimate 
character of the vessel’s opera lions. Tho 
total cntch obtained on the cruise was 
231 skins. Capf. Lund reports that hq 
had a very stormy voyage returning fmiji 
Belt ring Sea. On the coast lie left tho 
Oscar and Hattie, the only sealer still 
out. The latter had some sails blown 
away, and canvas, to replace them was 
loaned from the Teresa. Coming pp the 
Straits before a westerly wind a fogr- 
masted schooner was sighted, bound in, 
in ballast.

The idea is to pen 
up the sparsely settled regions in Mani¬ 
toba territory and in British Columbia.

Olympia. Nov. 16.—The Olympia hotel, 
the home of the majority of the members 
during the eight sessions of the legisla¬ 
ture, ami famous throughout the state, 
burned to the ground to-night. 

So far as known no lives were lost in 
the conflagration, as there was ample 
time for the escape of all the Jnmates 
after the discovery of tbe fire. 

The Olympia hotel was built in 1880 
by a syndicate of Olympia people, at a 
cost of *120,000. It comprised four 
stories and a basement and had 11.1 
rooms, barroom and laundry. The build¬ 
ing contained furniture worth about *30,- 
000. The building and furniture were 
insured for *16.000. In addition to the 
property owued by the hotel company, 
the manager. E. N. Tunln. had a stock 
of liquors and other property worth about 
*6,000, on which tbefe was no insurance.

TROOPS IN KOREA. 


(Associated Press.) 

Ohhago, Nov. 18.—Mauy live* are be¬ 
lieved to hare bceu lust and a number of 
men were probably fatally Injured In an 
explosion of five small purifying tanks of 
the People’s Gas Light 4c Coke Company 
at 74th and South Chicago avenue. There 
were from 12 to 120 explosion*. It is re¬ 
ported that a brick building containing 
fivo tank* and twenty workmen complete¬ 
ly collapsed, burying the men and crush¬ 
ing them to death. One of the workmen, 
after the disaster, expressed a belief that 
at least forty of -his companions lost 
their lives. 

For a radius of half a mile window* 
were broken and walls 8( buildings 
thrown out of plumb. For fear that the 
explosions might continue and cause the 
explosion of the two big tanks which 
hold millions of feet of gas no one would 
venture near the ruin* of the plant. 

Calls were sent for patrol wagons and 
ambulance* to every station on the south 
wide, am) a general alarm fire was sent in. 

At the first explosions many of the 
men employed in the plant tied into the 
street. These escaped with slight in¬ 
juries. Persona living in the vicinity 
deserted their homes, ami storekeepers 
left their stores, fleeiug with what valu¬ 
able* they could seize. 

Eight bodies have been removed from 
the ruins. 

Later Particulars. 

Chicago, Ills., Nov. 18.—Tweifty-two 
gn* tank* in the big railroad gas charging 
station at* 3rd- street and South Chicago 
avenue exploded to-day. 

This afternoun eight dead bodies of 
employees had been removed from the 
ruins, and- it was said that about ten 
emplwoes were missing. 

The tanks were of the style attached 
to railroad cars for lighting purpose*. 

Dieven of the tanks exploded in rapid 
succession, and were followed ul slid.' 
interval* by the other tanks. 

The fire spread among the property of 
the People’s Gas Light & Coke Com¬ 
pany, and threatened to reach tlie larga 
storage tanka of the company. 

Policemen were seut about* a mile 
radius, warniug persons from their 
homes. 

To prevent th* explosion of the gas in 
the mammoth tanks, the waste pipes 
were opened and the big tanks emptied. 

Across South Chicago avenue directly 
opposite the ga* storage buildings was 
a large coal slied stored with coal. This 
was Ignited, and in a few minute* the 
blase there was beyond control. When 
the danger of the larger tanks exploding very 
had been reduced- to a minimum. Chief Friet 
Engineer Enstace shut off the supply Mi 
pipes from the ruined buildings to fhe more 
JaTger tanks. He said it was almost side I 
miraculous that the fire had not entered wool 
the larger tanks. re»ul

Trndes and Labor Council was held on 
Wednesday evening. President George 
Coldwell in the chnir. Louis Lawrence 
was admitted as a delegate from the 
Blacksmiths’ and Helpers’ Uuion on 
presenting his credentials. 

The president reported that there was 
every reason to expect that a settlement 
would be reached between the garment 
workers and thoir employers. 

E. C. Knight wrote offering to repre¬ 
sent the council at the convention of the 
American Federation of Labor in San 
Francisco. This was left uvqr for con¬ 
sideration later. 

The secretary of the Canadian Trades 
and Labor Congress wrote giviug notice 
of increased capitation fees. 

The San Francisco Labor Couucil 
wrote warning workingmen against the 
advertisements calling for 20.000 men. 
These were represented as emanating 
from unscrupulous employment agencies. 
Workingmen were warned to keep away 
from California at the present time. 

A committee, consisting of A. John¬ 
son, E. Gillignn and G. Greenwood, was 
appointed to act in conjunction with a 
similar committee from the Laundry 
Workers’ Union with the object of visit¬ 
ing all the different unions at their regu¬ 
lar meetings and urge the members to 
make special efforts to have the citizen* 
get their work done at the union white 
labor laundries. 

The conucil decided to take up at a 
future meeting the question of organiz¬ 
ing a Indies' auxiliary in connection with 
the council. 

Tlie executive committee was instruct¬ 
ed to confer with Presklent Day. of the 
hospital board, with reference- U> the 
furnishi-d room in the Stratheona wing. 
A complaint is made that the room se¬ 
lected by the council was afterwards 
given to another person. 

The council then adjourned.

RUSSIA’S DETERMINATION 


The heart of the natural Alan has not 
yet been refined into the state from which 
it can regard with loathing human suf¬ 
ferings and human slaughterings. We 
su«i>eet that newspaper men were not the 
only persons who viewed wit^i satisfac¬ 
tion the outbreak of hostilities l>etween 
Japan and Russia. We must have ex¬ 
citement. There is ft great deal of it in 
reading of the manoeuvring* of huge 
nrmles. There is more of it in anticipat¬ 
ing what will happen when the great 
crnsh comes, when modern artillery is 
unlimbercd, batteries are unmasked, and 
the spiteful crackle of hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of smullbore rifles mingles with 
the other dreadful sounds of war. We 
fear that evcu sagacious statesmen heard 
with feelings akin to satisfaction of the 
first aggressive movement of Japan, It 
*lB extremely probajde.. thni the military 
captains of Europe—nud perhaps of 
other continents in which there are no 
armed camps—said to themselves with 
satisfaction that here at length there will 
be a real test of the weapous of destruc¬ 
tion we have invented and put in the 
bauds of our young men. The designers 
and the captains of the fioatiug fortresses 
known as modem tnen-of-war, if they 
were candid, would perhaps admit that 
they looked forward to the first grerft 
naval battle between up-to-date ships 
> handled'by real sailors with something 
like pleasurable anticipation ns well as 
scientific interest. 

Now the world is beginning to net as 
if it has had enough of horror for the 
time being. The men of the destructive 
science have drawn satisfactory deduc¬ 
tions. The voice of the peacemaker can 
be heard..above the din of Artillery, 
From France comes the most insistent 
call for tactful intervention. The Cer- 
mun Emperor has not hitherto bt*en given 
credit for skill in the smooth ways of the 
diplomat. Yet there is a school of states¬ 
men in France who think William is the 
only man In n position to suggest inter¬ 
vention without arousing the spirit of ob¬ 
stinacy in the Muscovite. Two eminent 
Frenchmen have written to the news¬ 
papers as strong advocates of immediate 
intervention. The (’onite de 8t. Maurice 
says all humanity is interested in the 
stoppage of the wholesale butchery in 
Manchuria. Especially, he says, is it to 
the interest of Russia and France, her 
ally, that n war which is exhausting her 
strength to uo' purpose and postponing 
her economic development for years 
should be ended. The Uouite then pro¬ 
ceeds to inquire who is hi the best posi¬ 
tion to undertake the delicate business of 
intervention. England, he remarks, is 
naturally open to the suspicion of par¬ 
tiality. na one of the parties is her ally. 
The same may be .said of France. More¬ 
over. the Russians would never forgive 
the French If they he!|>ed to bring about 
peace after defeat. America the Comte 
sets aside ns l>eitig too young a great 
Power and too Russophobe. Noue of 
these objections apply, says the Comte, 
to Emperor William, whose nature, at 
once chivalrous and utilitarian, might in¬ 
cline him to the ticklish task of peace¬ 
making. What is wanted, adds M. do 8t. 
Maurice, is not an honest broker who 
will pay himself for his services to the 
detriment of the two parties concerned. 
Nor must the vanquished be favored for 
the sake of his future friendship, to the 
detriment of the victor. If a lasting 
lK»ace is desited. the two belligerents 
must be dealt with according to their 
deeds. The Comte expresses his convic¬ 
tion that the Emperor is jnst the man 
to play the part of supreme arbitrator, 
but does not explain why Germany 
should be more willing to give mortal 
offence to Russia than France herself. 
Doubtless he would like to see the ex¬ 
periment tried. Rut Russia says no man 
is her friend who will suggest peace at 
this time; that she will consider the 
nation which attempts to interfere with 
her chastisement of the upstart Japan as 
an enemy in intent. Of what account the 
lives of a few (thousand common people, 
of wliat consequence sufferings unspeak¬ 
able, almost unimaginable, compared 
with* the loss of national prestige Russia 
wouh! sustain if the war were declared , 
at an end under the present circum- j 
stances! Besides there is Manchuria. J 
Russian statesmen boast that they never | 
retire. They always go forward. Tetn- j 
pora^y reverses are but the events of a 
day. Aggressive diplomacy is of the cen¬ 
turies.

Other letters similar in 
tenor followed in the press and camo 
under the observation of Mr. William C. 
Smith, who sqt out to make inquiries, 
und found that married people with chil¬ 
dren met with a great deal of difficulty 
in securing house room without residing 
at a long distance from the centre of the 
city. Mr. Smith considered this all quite 
wrong, and decided to do wHiat <he could 
to remedy it. He would at least point 
the way, so that men with greater cap¬ 
ital could follow his lead. He is building 
an apartment house, that will be rented 
to families that have children. There 
will be u walled-iu playground on the 
roof, a courtyard at the back, and a 
npace in the basement for baby carriages. 
When a child is born on the premises the 
parents will have one month’s rent free, 
and twins will entitle them to two 
months’ free rent. Th4 floors and walls 
ure being made sound-proof so that chil¬ 
dren may romp and shout without annoy¬ 
ance to neighbors. Mr. Smith believes 
that large families are a blessing, and* 
that those conditions are wrong which 
penalize parents who perpetuate the race. 
Mr. Smith has a large family of his own, 
mul sympathizes with others. "I am sur¬ 
prised," lie says, "that many people re¬ 
gard me as n sort of freak because I 
linre planned to have at least one place 
in this croSvded, selfish city where a 
child can be born and reared without pro¬ 
test from the neighbors and* an increase 
in rent. I do not expect to reform all 
the narrow-souled landlords in New York, 
but I have made a step in the right direc¬ 
tion.” 

The exprairocut deserves to succeed, 
stays the Toronto Star, and when 
a family. refused admission* else¬ 
where, are welcomed into Mr. Smith’s 
Apartment house, we are sure they 
will feel grateful. BwC other peo¬ 
ple’s children are very trying on one’s 
patience, and a tatnilj- will no sooner get 
comfortably settled than they will begin 
fo wish that the building was not so 
populous.with other people's children.

After all the French barque La Roche¬ 
foucauld, which arrived in the IHoyal 
Hoads a few days ago, will not load car¬ 
go in British Columbia, although she 
came here all the way from Shanghai for 
the purpose. Instead, the vessel will pro¬ 
ceed to Sydney, Australia, in ballast. 

Capt. Grouhul said this morning that 
the freight rates on this coast are too low 
to pay a vessel for any cargo she might 
carry, and her owners have decided that 
it will be more remunerative, in consider¬ 
ation of the mileage bounty, which the 
French government pays mercantile 
marine, to send the barque all the way 
from Victoria to another continent to 
load. What the bounty amounts to he 
did not remembered, but it would only be 
half of that which could be collected In 
event the vessel carried freight instead 
of Ini Hast. 

The action of the owners in dispatching 
the Rochefoucauld from this coast to 
Australia, although somewhat remark¬ 
able from a local standpoint, is said to 
have several recent precedents in Ban 
Francisco, where a number of French 
carriers received instructions to follow a 
similar course. In the case of the 
Rochefoucauld she will have crossed the 
Pacific twice for the one cargo. The ves¬ 
sel is now in Esquimau, and will sail in 
a few days.

*4.alf the things it tenches ought, oq the 
admission of even friendly French mili¬ 
tary critics, to have been taught the Rus¬ 
sian officer at a much earlier stage in his 
career. 

The enormous number of subjects 
which the Russian officer is required to 
"get up” at the Nicholas Staff Academy 
is, no doubt, an excellent training for his 
memory. Rut memory, as the friendly 
French critics point out, is not the faculty 
wnich is of paramount importance to men 
who are destined to handle the enormous 
numbers of instruments of modern war¬ 
fare and to have the command of masses 
of men. Culture is not the only requisite 
of the modern general. 

The insistence upon this fallacy in the 
Nicholas Academy has tended to mnko 
the Russian officer old-fashioned. The 
Nicholas Academy, for instance, has paid 
quite insufficient attention tp the subject 
of manoeuvring. It has continued to 
cling to the theory that in war a good 
defensive position is the chief thing need¬ 
ful. It puts a quite undue value on the 
study of topography and of fortification. 
Its various authorities have been 
strengthened in this obsession by an ex¬ 
cessive study of Russian military history, 
.Tiftt nn Insufficient study of the military 
history of other nations. For it must be 
remembered that the war of lSlli was 
only n long retreat, varied by a halt in 
defensive positions at Smolensk and 
Borodino, the Crimean war a desperate 
defence behind earthworks, the war of 
1S77-78 no less 

A War of Positions. 

In the Far Fast Russia is mow called 
on to take the offensive, to exhibit a 
knowledge of movement, of manoeuvring 
on the large scale. Rut the Nicholas 
Academy lias for years tMight merely 
brute, dead-weight tactics. Rent your 
enemy by overwhelming him with super¬ 
ior numbers—that has been its creed. 

It is true that at last the great Rus¬ 
sian (leneral Dragomiroff has denoundbd 
tills theory. He has done all he can to 
imbue the Russian offi cer with the con¬ 
trary view, but judging by events this 
year iu the Far East it is extremely 
doubtful If he has succeeded. Ills fa¬ 
mous new instructions, in any case, only 
came into effect in 11RII, and the Nicho¬ 
las Academy, judging by its past, will 
take long to leaven. DragotnirofTs dic¬ 
tum that "the best way to beat the en¬ 
emy lies in attacking him" is nothing less 
than a revolution in Russian military 
principles. Fortunately, as compared 
with other European armies, the I t nw s hro 
officer is, rank for rank, a younger man, 
and the seed of

will therefore not full on soli no longer 
callable of l>enring.

"precepts for the soldier before battle,” 
which have only just been translated, 
are worth quoting. We give half a 
dozen:

(Ill There is no situation from which 
it is not possible to emerge witli honor. 

(Ili) In lint tie there is no relief. Once 
engaged in fighting, you must remain to 
the end; you will be supported, but never 
relieved.

SYNOPSIS OF REGULATIONS FOR DIS¬ 
POSAL OF MINBRAXA ON DOMINlOH 
LANDS IN MANITOBA, THE NORTH' 
WEST TERRITORIES AND TH*

Goal.—Coal lands may be purchased at 910 
per acre for soft coal and 920 for anthra¬ 
cite. Nor more than 820 acres can be ac¬ 
quired by one Individual or company. 
Royalty at the rate of ten cents ner ton of 
2,000 poanda shall be collected on the gross 
output. 

Quarts.—Persons of eighteen years and 
over and Joint atock companies buldlug free 
miners* certificates may obtain entry for a 
mining location. 

A free miner's certificate Is granted tom 
one or more year*, not exceeding five, upon 
payment In advance of 97.50 per annum foe 
an Individual, and from 960 to |luu per an¬ 
num for a company, according to capital. 

▲ free miner, having discovered mineral 
la place, may locate a claim l.SOOxLME 
feet by marking out the same with twa 
legal posta, bearing location notices, one at 
each end on the line of the lode or vein. 

The claim shall be recorded within fifteen 
days If located within ten miles of a min¬ 
ing recorder’s office, one additional day al¬ 
lowed for every additional ten miles or 
fraction. The fee for recording a claim Is 
9 ®.
